A YPUNG MONSTER. 

Boy Six Years Old Weighs Ten 
Stone. . • 

The London School Board has been 
beaten by tbe fat boy of Peckham. 

The fat boy of Peckham is a child 
of six, who lives with his parents; 
working people, at Coigrove Road, 
midway between Rye Lane and the 
Old Kent Road. 

He is about four feet in height, with 
a chest measurement of forty-four 
inches, and a ’weight of tqn stone. 
He has enormous strength for his 
age, and altogether is the pride of 
Peckham. He is of school age, and 
the School Board has been concerning 
itself about bis edueatlon. 

-After elaborate inquiries and an ex¬ 
amination by a doctor it has been de¬ 
cided that he is too big- and too strong 
to go to school. A correspondent in a 
■letter which appeared ip- yesterday’s 
Times, calls attention to this' month’s 
agenda of the Special Schools ' Sub¬ 
committee, in which there appears 
the report of the doctor who examined 
the child. In the course of his re¬ 
marks he says: “This child is of ab¬ 
normal development physically. The 
account given of his weight (ten stone) 
is quite true. The increase in weight 
is due not only to fat but to muscular 
development as well, since the child 
can easily lift an ordinary adult. . . 
Mentally he seems in^so-me ways pre¬ 
cocious; he is quite ediicable. . . 
Owing to his size and habits, I do not 
think it is possible to place him in 
any school. It is obvious he cannot 
attend an ordinary infants’ depart¬ 
ment; not only would his extraordi¬ 
nary appearance create disturbance, 
but no desk would hold him, and his 
enormous strength would be danger¬ 
ous to the other children. i

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World’s Fair News-Notes. 
Three acres are devoted to the 
display of pure foods at the 
World’s Fair. The exhibit is in 
the Palace of Agriculture and is in 
charge of Paul Pierce. 

Even with the four miles of 
standard gauge railroad tracks 
laid in the Palace of Transporta¬ 
tion at the World’s Pair, the 
immense floor space was not near¬ 
ly exhausted. 

Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy, 
founder of the present day 
Christian Science, has contributed 
$1000 to the fund raised by popular 
subscription to enable New Hamp¬ 
shire to be adequately represented 
at the World’s Pair. 

Twenty woodsmen- from Maine 
are “raising” the mammoth log 
cabin that w,lll be the Pine Tree 
State’s pavilion at the World’s 
Fair. The site is in a thickly 
wooded section and the Maine 
loggers appear thoroughly at 
home. 

Separate quarters, will be, pro¬ 
vided in the Indian reservation for 
Geronimo and Chief Joseph, the 
most noted Indian chiefs now 
alive. Both have led warriors 
against the United States, and 
both are actually prisoners, but 
are accorded much freedom. 

The first order for the new Louis¬ 
iana Purchase Exposition stamps 
calls for the printing of 90,000,000 
oue-cent 'stamps beating the 
portrait of Eobert E. Livingston, 
and 326,000,000 two-cenb stamps 
bearing Thomas Jefferson’s por¬ 
trait. The stamps v/111 bo placed 
on sale at every United States 
post ofiQce on May 1.’ 

The builders have finished their 
work on Connecticut’s building at 
the World’s Fair, and the furnish¬ 
ings are being installed. The 
building is a replica oi the Sigour¬ 
ney mansion at Hartford. The 
main entrance was removed bodily 
from the original structure and in¬ 
stalled in the World’s Fair repro¬ 
duction. 

The completion of the largest 
pipe organ ever built has been 
announced. It is a special exhibit 
for the World^s Fair, and occupies 
a large room specially built to con¬ 
tain it In the Festival Hall. The 
organ has 145 stops. There are 
10,000 pipes, some of which are 
five feet square.

the life they are forced to lead. 

There is no doubt that more 
money can be saved in taking care 
, of one’s belongings than in any 
, other way. A few articles kept 
beautifully neat will last long and 
look well to the last, but the 
choicest garments will soon be¬ 
come frumpy through neglect. 
Gloves when cleaned at home, 
carefully mended and gently 
pulled into shape and put away 
when removed will do good service 
and necessitate fewer pairs than if 
carelessly treaten.

a reign of more than twelve years. It 
is the Buddhist tradition, that they 
3 die of a mysterious disease, and in 
3 due course the Gyalpo says they have 
, died. But there is always a Grand- 
Lama, and so at the same time he an¬ 
nounces that the spirit has descended 
^ upon a little child, who will be found 
) in a certain family In a. certain house, 

. and whose appearance he describes. 
The people hurry there, and sure 
enough there is that same little child, 
who is carried off to the palace and 
becomes the new Grand Lama. 

The present unfortunate young 
. creature who sits in Buddhist author- 
■ Ity over the people of Lhasa has nev- • 
er been seen by any Europeans, least | 
of all by any Englishman, although 
leading articles are being written * 
about him every day saying what'>he 
will do and what he will not, as if he 
were a grown-up and authoritative 
■monarch. When the Grand Lama- * 
was seen by any foreigner, and that £ 
is some years ago, he was described as c 
a child of about eight years of age, 
of bright and fair complexion, rosy 
cheeks, and large and lustrous eyes, 
But, though so very juvenile, he was e 
emaciated, and looked already to be - 
quite tired of life. He was sitting 
upon a peat altar, which was some¬ 
thing like an Oriental throne In ap- 
pearance, and was borne by lions b 
carved in wood. He was a study in 
yellow. A yellow cloak enveloped his “ 
body, and a yellow hat of mitre shape 
was upon his head. He sat cross 
legged, and when any visitors ap- 
proached be put his palms together * 
as a sign of blessing. Surely this is 
the strangest enemy—if enemy we j 
must regard him—that the British na- i, 
tion ever had.—Men and Women.

< In 1838 Queen Victoria presentfed a 
• small steam yacht to the Empero^. of 
[ Japan, detailing some British blue- 
, jackets to the duty of instructing,the 
Japanese In the management of that 
class of vessel. The Japanese under¬ 
took tq handle the craft before -^ey 
had thoroughly learned their Jesspm 
and on the first voyage, when they 
wanted to stop, they discovered t.that 
they Had forgotten how this opgyji- 
tlon was performed. They therefore 
steamed round and round the Qulf’of 
; Yeddo until the fires died down, apd 
: then the yacht was tugged homo.,. • ' 

Since then Japan has risen fo jthe 
position of-one of the great n^^al 
powers, and her progress of recent 
years has been nothing short of mar¬ 
velous. At the time of her ■^ar. VKith 
China her whole fleet displaced al^put 
thirty thousand tons; to-day thq^ag- 
gregate displacement Is over two hun¬ 
dred and fifty thousand tons. Japan 
has a fishing population of about.^'wo 
million men, and from this section of 
the community she draws her seaipen. 
Hitherto she has been depending jipon 
other countries for the construction, of 
her vessels, but the time Is near at 
hand when she will he able to tjirow 
off the assistance of the Western 
world. Her arsenals are' already Hapa- 
hle of building protected cruisers and 
torpedo craft, and a gun factory.iand 
armor plate factory are now being 
established which will soon be ready 
to begin work. ? 

Her seamen are men of Intelligence, 
resource and sea lore, and capable .of 
quickly acquiring sufficient mecliani- 
>cal-skill -to .enable, them Lto^-conrtrol.the ■ 
complex mechanism of their modern 
men-of-war with complete success. 
They desire no pampering and-they 
can live on the simplest food .'.and 
sleep anywhere; but in their new ships 
they have more air and, in sonfe ‘re¬ 
spects, greater comforts than are to 
be found on many, if not most, British 
men-of-war, 

These sailors of the far East’ take 
things Very much as they find them, 
with a stoical calm. They face danger 
with much the same spirit with Whidh 
they take their pleasure, and in .spite 
of the rapid strides which civilization 
has made in their country their^ 'luxu-- 
i rles are few and they are contented 
and happy. They are devoted th sim¬ 
ple sports, to fenc'ing„and to acting; 
no one can ever forget the dramatic 
entertainments on board Ja;paneBe 
men-of-war who has been privileged 
to witness them. Nor does the memory 
soon become dim of one of these ships 
when decked out in gala dress with 
chrysanthemums, cherry blossoms 
and other blossoms typical of Japan 
enlivening the grim aspect of the 
decks. The men ate adepts In the 
making of Imitation paper flowers,
